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L  NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be,  "  Thb  Chuhoh  Asso- 
ciation OP  THE  DiOOESB  OF  TORONTO." 

IL  OBJECT* 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  bo  to  secure  ui^ted  action 
among  members  of  the  Church  of  England  within  this  Diocew^ 
for  the  following  purposes  :  ; 

1.  To  maintain  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  our  Church  as 
established  at  the  Eeformation,  and  to  preserve  the  simplicity  of 
her  Protestant  worship  and  the  purity  of  her  scriptural  t,eaching 
AS  derived  from  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  set  forth  in  the  Liturgy 
and  Articles  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

2.  To  oppose  the  dissemination  of  doctrines  contrary  to  those 
authoritative  standards  of  our  Church ;  and  to  resist  all  unau- 
thorised changes  or  innovations  in  her  services  as  prescribed  in 
the  Prayer  Book  ;  and  all  novelties  in  vestments,  decorations  or 
practices,  whether  revived  from  pre-reforraation  times,  borrowed 
from  the  Church  of  Bome,  or  introduced  as  rites  and  ceremonies 
hitherto  unknown  amongst  us  as  a  Church. 

3.  To  cultivate  an  earnest  spirit  of  brotherly  union  in  accord- 


ancBTdthlhirApostond  precept,  "  that  thfeWbe  no  divwfQwT 
among*  you,  but  that  ye  be  perfectly  joined  together  in  the.same 
Dund  and  in  the  same  judgment ;"  and  so  to  foster  hearty  co- 
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operation  in  all  efforts  for  the  spread  of.  the  Gospel,  the  extension 
of  the  Church,  the  enTcindling  of  a  devoted  missionary  spint 
amons  its  members,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  doctfines  for 
which  so  many  noble  martyrs  of  our  Church,  Bishops,  Clergy 
and  Laymen,  witnessed  a  good  confession  in  the  dungeon  and  at 

the  stake.  • 

4  To  diffuse  information  on  all  subjects  specially  affecting  the 
'    welfare  of  the  Church,  and  to  aim  at  uniting  all  her  members  in 

a  hearty  and  uncompromising  maintenance  of  our  most  holy 
faith :  alike  against  tractarianism,  ritualism,  rationalism  or 
whatever  other  movements  threaten  to  undo  the  great  work  of 
that  Reformation  to  which  we  owe  alike  our  Engheh  Bible,  our 
"  English  IPrayer  Book  and  that  liberty-  of  conscience  which  is  our 
prized  inheritance. 

5  To  extend  co-operation  throughout  the  Diocese,  by  forming 
branches  of  this  Association;  by  public  meetings  and  by  the 
agency  of  the  ^ress :  so  that  the  members  of  our  Church  may  be 
confirmed  in  the  great  principles  which  were  reasserted  m  her 
Articles,  at  the  Reformation  ;  and  "  looking  unto  Jesus  the 
author  and  finisher  of  our  faith,"  aU  may  be  encouraged  and 
Btrengthenod  to  "  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without 
wavering." 

III.    LIEMBEES.

and  who,  on  expressing  their  desire  to  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship, shall  have  been  duly  elected  by  the  votes  of  those  present 
at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  be  corresponding  inembers. 

5.  Corresponding  members  shall  be  entitled  to  be  present  at 
all  meetings  and  to  receive  all  printed  dpcuments  issued  by  the 
Association,  but  they  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

6.  New  members  may  be  elected  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  receiving  a  majority  of  voles  of  members  present ) 
provided  the  namas,  recommended"  by  two  members,  be  sent  to 
the  secretaries  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting. 

lY.  .OFFICERS, 

1.  There  shall  be  a  President  and  three  Vice-Presidents, 
residents  of  Toronto.  All  chairmen  of  branch  associations  shall 
he  ex-officio  Vice-Presidents.  There  shall  be  two  Honorary 
Secretaries,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  Treasurer. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the 
President,  Vice  Presidents,  Honorary  Secretaries,  and  .twelve 
members. 

3.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  hereafter  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

4.  la  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  resigntftion,  or 
otherwise,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association. 

5.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
or  in  their  absence  a  chairman  to  be  appointed,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  charge  of  all 
details  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
meet  at  least  once  in  every  month. 
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7.  Two  Auditors  shall  bo  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  the  Chairman,  and  the  other  to  be 
elected  by  the  meeting,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  audit   th©:  •* 
traasnrer's  accounts  for  the  current  year.   • 
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Y.    PUBLICATIONS. 

1.  Tho  Exocutfire  Committee  shall  print  and  cirtulate 
among  the  membe^  from  time  to  time<  all  such  information  as 
shall  be  deemed  of  value  for  promoting  the  object  of  the 
Association.  , 

2.  Tl\e  Executive  Committee  may  procure  for  circulation 
among  its  members,  all  such  publications  as  shall  appear  to  them 
calculated  to  further  th^  same  object.

YI.    MEETINGS. 

'  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  "be  hel^  during  the  Session  of 
the  Piocesan  Synod,  on  a  day  t6  be  named  by  the  Executive 
Gommittee,  of  which  due  notice  shall  b^  given. 

3.  The  E^cutive  Committee  shall  report  from  time  to  tirae 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 

3.  Kegular  meetings  shall  be  held  quarterly  at  the  time  of  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  [Committees,  on  a  day  to  be 
named  by  the  Executive  Committee,  of  which  due  notice  shall 
begiyen.  ^  1 

'  4.  Extraordinary  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time,  on  due 
notice  being  given  to  the  members,  either  on  the  authority  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  the  summons  of  the  President, 
•T  in  his  absence  of  a  Vice-President,  on  receiving  a  requisition 
for  such  signed  by  not  less  than  twelve  members. 

YIL    BY-IiAWS. 

1.  The  annual  fee  for  membership  shall  be  one  dollar;  in 
addition  to  which  the  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  account  for  all 
Bubscriptions  and  donations  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the 
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3.  By-laws  may  be  enacted,  amended  or  annulled  by  the  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  quarterly 
nmetisg. 
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YIIL    ILTKRING  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

'  1.  No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Constitution  shall  bo 
accepted,  unless  it  has  first  been  submitted  in  writing  and  read 
by  the  Secretary  at  one  regular  meeting,  and  accepted  by  the 
vote*  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  subsequent 

meeting.  « 
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
